There are cases, however, where we 
can actually see the dark bodies which 
surround other stars. The cluster

These stars lie about 300 light -years 
away.

The name Pleiades ” is of Greek 
origin. In mythology they represented 
seven sisters. The parents, Atlas and 
Pleione, are included in the group as 
well. A keen eye can make out all 
nine of the stars on clear nights and 
perhags two or three more, but the 
usual number visible is six.

road building craze: The same conditions that robbed 
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The Steel Plow’s Birthplace 


In the village of Grand Detour, on the Rock River, at a little plow factory—hardly more 
than a blacksmith shop—the first steel plow was given to the world in 1837. Fhe little shop 


has grown into the largest plant in the world making tractor plows exclusively. In 81 


years it has never missed a pay day or deviated from the rule of ee, build each 


year only so many plows as he could build as well as he knew how. 


The founder, L. Andrus, began making wooden 
plows in 1835. Two years later, a young employee, 


who himself later founded a great plow factory, 


cut up a six-inch mill saw blade, curved the strips 
over a log by means of a wooden mallet, and 


turned out the first steel plow, a plow that would 
“scour” in the rather sticky loams of the Middle 


West. Andrus, Deere, Tate, and Gould, as the 
firm was known, began peddling Grand Detour 
steel plows from farm to farm in [Illinois while 
farmers in New Hampshire were still rejecting 
cast iron plows because they “poisoned the soil.” 


From that date, through the successive develop- 
ment of the sulky plow, the gang, and finally the 
tractor plow, Grand Detour plows have always 
contained something more than merely the finest 
materials known. That something is the idea of 
discontent with current perfection 
—plus the rare instinct of the master plow me- 
chanic which generation r 
Detour workmen have handed down. 


Because the railroads had passed by Grand De- 
tour, and the business had spread out over several 
states, the factory was moved to Dixon in 1869. 
Ten years later the owners incorporated as the 
Grand Detour Plow Company, as it | 
is now known. Their line of plows, 
harrows and other implements be- 
came widely and favorably known 
from Fargo to Dallas and in the ex- 


business grew rapidly, particularly since 1903, when 


Mr. W. B. Brinton and his son Bradford, now a 
major in the army, moved to Dixon and secured 
The development of the farm tractor opened a new 
field for Grand Detour skill. Forecasting the pop- 
ularity of the small tractor, the company soon 


brought out a light, power-lift “Junior” plow in 


which the number of shares could be almost in- 
stantly changed to suit the tractor’s capacity. It 
struck a new note, and almost immediately the de- 


mand caused the management to swing over the 


entire factory to its quantity production. All horse 
plows and implements were abandoned, larger 
tractor plow models swept into the background, 
and factory capacity greatly increased. Today the 
Grand Detour Plow Company stands alone as the 
maker of a single, standardized plow, for tractors 
only, with the largest tractor plow output 1 the 
Each year sees some new and exclusive Grand 
Detour feature.

Capable management, unfaltering enterprise and a spirit of justice were always well balanced 
factors in the business career of Mr. Hegeler, while he carefully systematized the establishment in 
all its departments in order to avoid needless expenditures of time, material and labor. 


The personality of Mr. Hegeler was that of a man of great force of character. The sunny 
smile which illuminated his countenance was the outward manifestation of a genial nature which rec- 
ognized and appreciated the good in others. He was ever ready to aid the distressed, to watch over 
the interest of the unfortunate, and to accord the laborer his hire. Mr. Hegeler held membership 
in many exclusive organizations, among them the American Society of Mining Engineers, the Press 
Club, and the Art Institute of Chicago. | 
oe In 1887 Mr. Hegeler founded the Open Court Publishing Company, which was placed under 
the editorship of his son-in-law, Dr. Paul Carus, who is still its active head. The purpose of this 
institution is the free and full discussion of the religious and psychological problems of today on the 
principle that the scientific world-conception should be applied to religion. Mr. Hegeler believed in

“Thousands of acres have been planted,” we read, 
and before the close of the war darkies were singing in 
cotton fields throughout “Egypt” and the crop for 1865 
amounted to 5,000,000 pounds, while cottonseed brought 
25 cents a bushel. Said an agricultural expert, Cotton 
is now the surest and most profitable crop in the south- 
ern part of the state.” 

But behold how the war treated corn! Distilleries 
shut down because of the whisky tax. The southern 
market was closed. Railroad rates to the eastern market 
became wellnigh prohibitive. Corn sold for 10 cents a 
bushel. Cheaper than wood, it was frequently used as 
fuel. | 

Entirely beneficial meanwhile was the war's effect on 
dairying. Thanks to war industries, Chicago grew like 
baby giant, and developed a simply ravenous appetite 
for dairy products. Along in 1869 an economist discov- 
ered “a large dairy interest“ near Elgin. “The produc- 
‘ion of milk on farms in the vicinity of Elgin comes from 
its demand in Chicago. Of easy access by rail to the 
city, with good prices and a constantly increasing call 
for milk and cream, farmers were induced to try dairy 
farming and soon were convinced that it yielded more 


profit than growing corn.” Boomed by the factory sys- 
tem, towns were growing everywhere, and their growth 


was to have a tremendous effect on agriculture. Writes 
Prof. Davenport: 

After the civil war the factory system came 3 
the third city in the world has grown up within a cen- 
tury. But it all made a market for the products of the 
farm, and for the first time the farmer could sell for 
money whatever he had to spare. He got small prices, 


but everything brought something, and land was cheap. 


The farmer set about extending his holdings, whence 
came the slogan, ‘Raise more corn, to feed more hogs,

nitely. Husbands and wives broke themselves down in 
getting land enough so that each of their children might 
have a farm—an aim that can never again be realized 
by a family starting with nothing.”

the growth of production. Precisely when the railroads 
flunked they boosted freight rates. Farmers raged and 


tore their hair. Granges sprang up. While the farm , 
ers’ movement and the 


“railroad war” were perhaps 
not the underlying cause of the enthusiasm for granges, 
they unquestionably helped to multiply granges. By 
1873 Illinois had 800. Mainly owing to the pressure they 
exerted, the legislature enacted a law “to prevent extor- 
tion ‘and unjust discrimination in the rates charged for 
the transportation of passengers and n on the 
railroads of this state.“ 

Here with a vengeance was the farmer in politics, and 
already politics had betrayed an eagerness to make up 
to the farmer. In 1863 congress granted Illinois 480,000 
‘acres of land to found an agricultural college. Hence 
the University of Illinois at Champaign and Urbana. _It 
opened its main building in 1873. Fourteen years later 
its experimental station was established, and any farm- 
er who wants them can have its quarterly bulletins. 
Moreover, a record for 1878 declares: “The state board 
of agriculture, though but a short time in existence, has 
arranged a system of crop reports and agricultural and 
other statistics, gathered by the secretary through direct 
gorrespondence with all sectionss of the state at monthly 
intervals. Meteorological statistics from the three grand 
divisions of the state are now added. The publication 
of the market price of farm products at the great market 
centers is another feature of these reports.”

If they should go out 
of business this year they would clean up a sum equiva- 
lent to over twenty times the total capitalization of all 
the banks in Illinois, or an amount more than double 
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time merely because statistics were lacking.
